Scots have last laugh over stone Peavey 



LONDON (tlPI) ,TJhe Scottish 
-nationalists who stole the ancient 
"Stone of Scone" 30 years ago appar- 
entlv have won the last laugh, officials 
said Monday. 

The 33G-pound stone that sits under 
the coronation chair in Westminster 
Abbey has been a fwinl of contention 
between the British and the Scottish 
" since 1296 when King Edward I look it 
Jrom.Scotland-whcre it had been used- 
for the coronation of Scottish kings to 
Westminster Abbey. 

In 1950 Scottish nationalists stole 
the stone - which they call the "Stone 
of Destmy" - from the Abbey 
split It in tne process, 



In March 1951 the stone was found 
among the niins of Arbroath Abbey in 
Scotland and relumed to Westminster 
Abbey. The spilt had been repaired by 
two copper lubes, and Scottish na- 
tionalises now say one of the lubes was 
stuffed with the following tyepwnlten 
message: 

"March. 1951. Stone of Destiny. This 
stone belongs to Scdland and it was 
-stolen byEtfward the First of England 
in 1296. The Church of England should 
be ashamed to admit lhat they have 
allowed this stolen piece of property 
to remain m Westminster Abbey from 
lhat time. It must be returned to 
Scotland and no doubt it will be 



demanded for the reopening of the 
Scottish Parliament which was never 
closed but only adjourned in I7D7.".' _ 

All three men who signed the letter 
- lawyer John MacCormick. Robert 
Gray, then a Glasgow University 
official, and stonemason Edward 
Manley — are now dead. 

Details of Ihe protest were revealed 
by Gray's son. Gordon Gray, to tlie 
BBC, which will ran a radio progran' 
aboulitonChnslmasday. _ _ 

The Dean of Westminster, the Rev 
Edward Carpenler. said t« had nol 
known of the nolehidden in Ihe stone. 

"Bui I can say Owre is no possibility 
of Ihe stone being reopened." Carpen' 
lersaid.

Twin Falls city fathers should look 
favorably upon plans lo gam more interest on 
the investment of city funds. 

As ouUined by City Financ? Director Bruce 
Williams earlier this week, Twin Falls will 
realize more interest by switching its cash 
flow funds from certificates of deposit to what 
are called "open-ended repurchase ac- 
counts," While the banking Jargon might 
sound complicated, the bottom line is a better 
deal. 

With Twin Falls and most other Idaho cities 
finding their budgets and programs strapped 



for cash under the I percent initiative, it is 
incumbent that tax money be invested at the 
best possible return. William.^ claims that a 
better investment program over the past 10 
years might have yielded the citv an addi- 
tional $600,000 to $700,000 in interest. 

Williams should be encouraged lo continue 
looking at investment oicity funds, Thai's Jusl 
smart business, provided the actions are 
considered safe and meet legal requirements. 
But there's no reason why a municipality 
shouldn't attempt to make the most of its 
resources.

TEL AVIV. Israel ( UPU - The strictest spend- 
me limitations ever forced on Israel's mililan' 
establishment will not directly endanficr the 
country's secunty. 

But It may lead to massive cutbacks and layolfs 
in the army and defense industnes, defense of- 
ficials said Tuesday. 

The army lost its battle with the treasury 
Monday for an increase in next year's defense 
budget. Finance Minister Yigal Hunvitz wants lo 
hold government spending to a minimum as a 



means of reducing Israel's 140 percent annual 
inflation rale. 

Defense offjciats said the 27 percent cut in the 
pn^}Osed miiitarv budget was Ihe largest ever 
forced on the army in Israel's 32-year history and 
meant hard work lo Inm excess ^ndini! in Die 
military establishment. 

The S2.D6 billion approved by a committee ol 
government ministers tor local defense spending 
was no larger than last year's figure in real terms. 

Coupled with an additional Sl,9 hillion in 



approved foreign defense purchases, military 
spending will make up nearly onMhird of tt» 12.3 
billion budget for the fiscal year beginning Apnl l. 

Israel is hard-pressed to keep its military spen- 
ding down t}ecause another third of its budget goes 
to ihe repayment of foreign loans and all other" 
Eovemment spending is covered hv Ihe last third of 
the budget. 

The spending cut was not likely to weaken Israeli 
fighting units or the regular army but training ol 
forces would be limited. -
